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‘The strained relations which have arisen 
between France and Germany in relation to 
the affairsof Morocco have inevitably caused 
each nation to look very closely into any 
evidence that can illustrate the military pre- 
paredness of its rival. The German army has 
long been taken as the pattern of what an army 
should be, and since the Treaty of Frankfo:t 
enormous efforts have been made to shape it 
as aperfect military machine, Its numbers 
have been increased, new u nits have been 
formed, the effort has been made to maintain 
the old iron discipline, the officers have been 
distinguished by their serious study of the art 
of war, by their love of work, and by their zeal 
in training, all qualities which have enab'ed 
them to give an example of eflicienoy, disci- 
pling, and devotion to their subordinates and 
to other armies, ‘We have the best officers in 
the world,” said Bismarck, not |without reason, 
in the Reichstag. Was it not @ German who 
was the chief teacher of the Japanese? Has 
not a German brought about the reorganisation 
and material reequipment of the Ottoman 
Army ? Is not the German genoral staff regard- 
ed with envy and admiration by other nations! 
All the efforts have uot been |in vain, for the 
German army became a waryellous military 
organism. ‘I'he law of 1874 gaye it a strength 
of over 400,000 officers and men ; to-day there 
are almost half a million with the colours, and 
about 100,000 officers and non-commissioned 
officers, all exclusive of the one-year Volun- 
teers, so that Germany has prodigious armies 
at immediate disposal, capable of being rein- 
forced and strengthened, until probably three 
million men could be put in the field. 

While all this is true, there are certain 


paralysis of discouragement creeps over the 
best officers of tho army. “No man is sure of 
to-morrow, and no officer knows when the 
sword of Damocles may fall.” Carefal ob- 
servers of tha German army will discerna 
substratum of trath in all these statements, 
but the French will be wise if they do not 
accept them as conveying the whole truth. M. 
Reybel, however, insists more upon the 
Socislistic than upon the high social danger 
to the army. It is peonliarly interesting to 
find a French critic thus analysing the tenden- 
cies of the Germany arm. We have thought 
the view thus presented would interest our 
readers. They will see that it may be trathfal 
in its genoral tendency as indicating some 
chances, bit inaccurate in its estimate of the 
gravity of the complaint which the critic at 
tempts to diagnose,
